Tue Boox Trape.—The Spring book trade gives pleasant indications of 
health and vigor. Most of the city publishers are renewing their stock and 
issuing new works, in anticipation of an increased demand. ‘The stagnation 
in this branch of trade, which followed the panic of 1857, and threw an im- 
mense mass of stock upon the hands ot the publishers, has gradually disap- 
peared under the reviving influence of a better financial condition, while the 
spirit of eager rivalry and active enterprise leaps into fresh life with the 
opening of the he. The book-counters bend beneath loads of handsome 
volumés, damp from the press; the accumulations of old stock have been 
worked off during the lull; the dust is brushed out of the corners of the 
shelves; printers hurry in and seamper out with specimen sheets; author's 
faces are broader and less despondent ; the publishers’ pockets are less lank, 
and their bank accounts Jarger; the reading public, recovering from its in- 
difference, reappears as the diligent seeker for novelties ; and altogether the 
trade is in a very satisfactory state—N. Y. Times. 


Hanppooxs or Travet.—A series of “ Handbooks to Europe, compiled 
under the supervison of Mr. J. H. Siddons, is announced as in preparation by 
Mr. Charies B. Norton. The first is nearly ready. It will comprise minute 
directions to the traveller concerning his outfit for a European tour, the ex- 

mses of travel and living, the law of passports, customs of society, ete., 
prepared by Mr. Siddons, a gentleman of years and experience, who has be- 
come favorably known here through his public lectures. Nine other books, 
of similar character, will be issued in rapid succession, forming a series of 
valuable guides for travel on the Continent and in the East, and published 
at rates lower than those of Murray.—N. Y. Zimes. 


Osrrvary.—Prof. Chauncey A. Goodrich died at New Haven on the 25th 
ult., in the 70th year of his age. He was born in New Haven, October 23d, 
1790, graduated at Yale College in 1810, and was tutor in that institution 
from 1812 to 1814. In 1816 he was called to the pastorate of the First 
Church in Middletown, Connecticut, from which position he was elected to 
the chairjof Rhetoric and Oratory in his Alma Mater. Three years subsequent- 
ly he was chosen President of Williams College, but he declined the appoiut- 
ment. Brown University, in 1835, conferred upon him the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity. In 1839 he was elected Professor of the Pastoral Charge in the 
Theological Seminary, which office he filled at the time of his death. His 
literary labors were varied and eminently successful. In 1814 he prepared 
aG grammar, in part translated from Hachenberg, which was subse- 

uently revised and enlarged through several editions. In 1828 Dr. Noah 
ebster (his father-in-law) entrusted to him the superintendence of the oc- 
tavo i ape of his large dictionary. After several yeers of intense ap- 
plication he published, in 1847, greatly enlarged and improved editions of 











the quarto and octavo dictionaries of Dr. Webster. In 1832 he published 
“Latin Lessons” and “Greek Lessons,” and for several years edited the 
Quarterly Christian Spectator. In 1852 appeared his celebrated volume en- 
titled “‘Select British Eloquence; embracing the best speeches entire of the 
most eminent orators of Great Britain, with sketches of their lives, an esti- 
mate of their genius, and notes critical and explanatary.” In 1859 he pre- 
pared an appendix for the Pictorial Edition of the Dictionary, of ten thou- 
sand new words and new definitions, with a very full and complete diction- 
ary of synonymes.

As usual during this month, our List contains few books of first import- 
ance; the falling off being, in this instance, probably increased by the ab- 
sorbing interest of the financial changes now under consideration of parlia- 
ment. Mr. Hamilton's inquiry into the alleged Shakspeare forgeries is per- 
haps the work which excites the most interest, at least in the learned world. 
The facts, supported as they now are by a public announcement of the concur- 
rence of Sir Frederick Madden and the Museum authorities in Mr. Hamilton’s 
views, are at any rate startling, and the book willno doubt lead toa renewal 
of those hostilities which so oddly characterise the whole history of Shaks- 
pearian criticism.
